The 17-pound camera Is fitted 
into a drone aircraft. The cam era 
makes a series of pictures on a 
strip of film.

LESS SICKNESS 


WASHINGTON Uh— The Public 
Health 
Service 
reported 
todav 
th a t new cases 
of acute upper 
respiratory 
diseases 
which 
in­ 
volved one or m ore days in bed 
dropped to an estim ated 3,045,000 
Uur,.*j 
week ended Nov. 30. 
That total w as the lowest for 
any week since Sept. 14. when 
there were an estim ate 2,279,000 
new cases. It com pared with 5,- 
319,000 estim ated 
for 
the 
week 
ended Nov. 23. 
The weekly total has dropped 
consistently since Aiian flu ap­ 
parently reached 
a peak 
about 
mid-October. 
2.793 OOO In Bed 
The highest weekly total for bed 
cases 
of acute 
respiratory 
dis­ 
eases, 
which 
include 
influenza 
pneum onia, acute bronchitis and 
other upper respiratory infections,

The weekly estim ates are based 
on sam plings m ade by the U S, 
National H ealth Survey, 
They show an average of 2,793,. 
OOO persons in bed each day be­

Give Explanations 
The 
proportion 
of 
cases that 
kept person^ in bed three days or 
more was about 58 per cent in the 
four weeks from Oct, 27 to Nov. 
23, which was about the sam e as 
tor the preceding four weeks but 
m uch higher than the 45 per cent 
proportion earlier in Septem ber. 
“ This chang 
does not neces­ 
sarily suggest any increase in the 
severity of the cases of Asian n- 
fluenza which are included,” the 
report said. “ It can be explained 
equally well by a shift which un­

HAMMOND, Ind (P. The char­ 
acteristic pose of John L. Sullivan, 
boastfully waving a beer mug and 
showing off his famous heavyweight 
championship

It was the Gay Nineties, a bois­ 
terous back-slapping age when bare 
hands and raw muscles were put 
to the test. 
The great John L was the last 
bare knuckle champion at a time 
when boxing was king Baseball was 
rn its infancy and football had not 
begun to catch the national fancy. 
Sullivan won fame unheard of by 
the present breed of pugilists. He 
and his magnificent belt were the 
pinnacles of American idolatry until 
a slick young bank clerk named 
I Jam es J. Corbett outpedaled the 
overweight champion under modern 
rules in 1892. 
Champion IO Years 
Sullivan had been champion IO 
years and he was still one of the

(Ah—This commu­ 
nity—90 minutes

Broadway 
and Independence Hall—has become 
a mecca for newspapermen this side 
of the Iron Curtain. 
In the mecca is the only research 
laboratory in the world devoted ex­ 
clusively to putting the mechanical 
problems of newspapers under the 
scientific eye of trained research 
men. 
The American Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers Assn. initiated the idea in 
1946. Three years later it started the 
studies in the downtown area of 
this eastern Pennsylvania commu­ 
nity on the Delaware River. 
On June 20, 1951, the laboratory 
moved to a new one-story brick 
building of 8,400 square feet on the 
city * outskirts. In 1955 an addition 
of 2.000 square feet was opened. The 
structure 
and 
its 
contents 
are 
valued at more than $600,000. 
Employ* 24 
Today its 24 employes work to 
achieve faster and better methods 
of producing newspapers more eco- 
| nomically. 
Last year the laboratory had 358 
professional visitors. They came from 
all over the United States. Canada. 
Denmark. Sweden, Japan. Australia, 
England. Central and South Amer­ 
ica, the Netherlands and Germany. 
P. A. Weber, a printing trade ex­ 
ecutive from the Union of South 
Africa, said after a visit: ‘‘Our party 
was astounded. If we saw nothing 
else, this visit alone justified our 
visit to the United States.” 
The center does research for 90 
per cent of the newspapers in the 
United States and 50 per cent of 
those in Canada. 
Its developments often are as un­ 
noticeable to a reader as a baseball 
manager's signs are to a ^spectator. 
But 
like 
the 
m anager's strategy 
calls, bringing victories, so the lab­ 
oratory tells newspapers how to im­ 
prove the product. In doing this, 
the research center is helping the 
newspaper industry m eet competi­ 
tion from other forms of communi- 
1 cation. 
Three Project* 
Presently the laboratory has three 
main projects designed to improve 
newspapers. According to Alfred S. 
Taylor, laboratory director, they are: 
I. TIME SAVER—the lab has de­ 
veloped a special backing for a mat 
used in the stereotype process. It is 
commercially 
available 
and 
cuts 
I valuable minutes off the old pro­ 
cedure of hand treatm ent th at often 
contributed to missing the sched­ 
uled press start. 
2 
REPRODUCTION 
QUALITY 
STUDY—Taylor explained th at this 
involves determ ihation of the basic 
measurem ents th at effect the entire 
reproduction process. ‘‘This is the 
] closest thing to a basic study the 
lab has at the present time," he 
I said. 
“We 
are 
measuring 
things 
never measured before, such as how 
much a plate is thrown off the press 
by centrifugal force and plate dis­ 
tortion due to lockup procedures.” 
(a n Cause Shutdown 
A flying plate can wreck a press 
and cause a shutdown of hours and 
even days Plate distortion has been 


a headache for countless years. 
3 NEWSPRINT QUALITY CON­ 
TROL— “This is receiving great em ­ 
phasis.” Taylor explained. "The lab 
is measuring the physical character­ 
istics of newsprint used in the press­ 
room. Although eventually the lab 
will check newsprint of all m anu­ 
facturers in the United States and 
Canada, it now is interested in 
measuring the variations that exist 
in 
newsprint.” He predicted 
the 
findings in this field and that of 
black printing inks will result in a 
better newspaper. 
Integrate* With INO 
Last November, ANPA integrated 
its lab with the Institute of News­ 
paper Operations (INO). The step 
enabled the Easton lab to concen­ 
trate research on areas of high cost 
in newspaper production The INO, 
which employs IO in its Chicago 
headquarters, took over the indus­ 
trial engineering phase of the pro­ 
gram. 
"Each phase balances the other," 
said Taylor. "Our engineers in the 
field can help publishers to get the 
best out of presently available ma­ 
chines Rnd m aterials through meth­ 
ods improvement and cost control. 
Our laboratory scientists can work 
on the development of newer and 
better 
machines, 
materials 
and 
processes.” 
Many 
years 
ago 
a 
newspaper, 
caught in a circulation battle for 
survival, decided to print its front 
page headlines in red ink.

Paul on Christian love and tor* 
I bearance is the Book of Colossians 
— another epistle written during 
I his im prisonm ent at Ephesus. In 
it Paul deals very delicately and 
wisely with one of the great social 
problems of all time — slavery. 
He w rites to one of the prom inent 
m embers. Philemon, in behalf of 
one of his runaway slaves by the 
nam e of Onesimus. In fact, it is 
this very slave who was one of 
the bearers of this letter to the 
Colossians. 
Philem on was a Christian and 
a wealthy slave owner whose In­ 
fluence with the m em bers of his 
congregation was great. Paul had 
reason to believe thai this personal 
note would have the desired e feet 
and also serve as a fine exam ple 
of Christian love and forgiveness. 
Onesimus had stolen some prop­ 
erty of his m aster and ran away 
to Ephesus, the nearest large city. 
There, by chance, he mer. Paul 
and was converted to Christianity. 
Paul persuaded Onesimus to re­ 
turn to Philem on and make am ends 
for his theft and gave him thus 
1 letter 
to 
protect him 
from 
his 
m aster’s anger and punishm ent. 
According to Roman law, a slave­ 
owner had the power to m ete out 
severe punishm ent. 
Plea To Philemon 
Paul m ade a plea to Philem on 
to 
reinstate 
Onesimus 
and 
be 
reconciled with him. not as hia 
em ployer hut as a feliow C hristian,. 
P aul’s decision to m ake this ap­ 
peal was well-considered for he 
knew that m any other Christians 
would have sim ilar situations with 
other runaw ay slaves. This is why 
he 
addressed 
the 
letter 
to th# 
whole congregation which m et rn 
Philemon s house. 
At the beginning of the letter 
Paul speaks to Philem on as “ our 
beloved fellow w orker” and of his 
love and faith toward Jesus Christ 
and all the saints. He tells him 
how his leadership in the congre­ 
gation has contributed to its spirit­ 
ual growth. This introduction per­ 
m itted Paul to say that he was a 
prisoner because of his faith, and 
felt that he could ask Philem on 
to receive his ex-slave as a com ­ 
panion in Christ. As Philem on* 
form er teacher and counselor be 
asks this favor. “ I appeal to you 
for my child, 
Onesimus, 
whose 
father I have become in my im ­ 
prisonment." 
Onesimus 
means 
“useful" 
so 
Paul 
added. 
“For­ 
merly he was useless to you but 
now he is indeed useful to you and 
to m e.” 
‘‘Really 
A Sacrifice” 
It was really a sacrifice for Paul 
to lose Onesimus as he had be­ 
come very dear to him and served 
him faithfully. The spiritual bond 
between 
Apostle 
and slave was 
great. Again the case of Onesim us 
became an opportunity to show the 
whole C hristian church that the 
bonds of C hristian love are stronger 
than m an-m ade laws. 
Paul was extrem ely cautious not 
to 
criticize 
slavery 
as 
practiced 
by 
the 
Rom ans 
for 
the 
whole 
economy of the Em pire was based 
on slave 
labor. 
To arouse 
the 
slaves or cause rebellion 
would 
have 
only 
jeopardized 
the 
new 
religion and antagonized Rom an 
officials. So P aul’s approach was 
wise, 
for 
it also 
protected toe 
Christians who were slaves. Paul 
attacked the problem on a per­ 
sonal basis of Christian love, hop­ 
ing that a pattern would be aet. 
This sa m - approach could 
and 
should be used in race segregation. 
A non-violent resistance is often 
more effective and enduring than 
any violent outburst or rebellion. 
C hrist died to save all sinners, 
m asters or slaves. 
He loves all 
men equally well and w ants them 
to 
live 
together 
in 
love 
and 
harm ony. 
Wise 
and experienced 
pastors 
have 
used 
the 
sam e 
methods as Paul and been success­ 
ful in reconciling m em bers. If the 
spirit of Christ prevails am ong in­ 
dividual m em bers of any church 
group, the whole congregation will 
soon be filled with the sam e lov­ 
ing, forgiving spirit.

weed.”

Outlines New Theory 
Dr. Dillon outlined the revolu­ 
tionary theory to the American 
Assn. for the A dvancem ent of Sci­ 
ence. 
It is based upon m any studies 
‘"acing evolution in a new way. 
his method traces the evolution­ 
ary pattern by changes and de­ 


velopm ents in the internal atruc- 
tures 
of 
living 
cells. 
Different 
types of living things are clast- 
fled according to their cell struc­ 
ture and com plexities. 
This all points to plants as the 
beginning of life on earth. 
The older theory of evolution is 
th at 
life somehow 
began 
spon­ 
taneously. These first living things 
developed into plants on one hand 
and anim als on the other. 
Processes Unknown 
The new idea is th a t blue-green 
algae, 
a 
form 
of 
microscopic 
plant life, are the sim plest living 
things, Dr. Dillon explained. From 
these evolved som e types of bac­ 
teria, then yeasts, then more com ­ 
plex forms of life. 
The 
green 
algae 
and 
higher 
plants such as ferns, trees and 
roses form one of the two top 
branches of the tree. 
Yellow algae and red and brown 
seaweed form the other branch. 
High anim als apparently evolved 
from 
this branch by some un­ 
known process, D r.
